Staff  Report  #3,  MONTANA  POST- SECONDARY  EDUCATION  TODAY,  is  back  from  the 
printer.  The  report  is  a  quantitative  snapshot  of  public  post- secondary  educa- 
tion in  Montana  based  upon  institutional  sources.   It's  major  purpose  is  to 
show  "trends"  and  give  an  overview  of  enrollments,  cost  per  student,  admission 
policies,  etc.  This  is  as  good  a  profile  as  can  be  compiled  presently  from  the 
data  given  by  the  various  institutions.   However,  this  data  will  be  replaced 
by  more  detailed  statistics— based  upon  uniform  definitions— collected  by 
the  Commission  through  its  technical  committees. 

Study  Projects 

The  Technical  Advisory  Committees  have  submitted  their  "interim"  reports 
to  the  Commission.  These  reports  reflect  the  synthesis  of  data  collected  to 
date.  These  advisory  groups  consist  of  experts  in  various  aspects  of  Montana 
post- secondary  education  who  are  not  considered  institutional  representatives 
but  resource  persons  responsible  to  the  Commission  for  collecting  information 
relevant  to  state  policy  issues.  These  groups  will  work  toward  drafting  a 
final  report  of  their  studies  by  May  1,  1974.
